I H A T a good Education is aa 
AccompTifiiment abfolutely 
neceflary to all Perfons, and 
ID all States'and Conditions of 
Life, I believe, I need make 
no Apology^ for all who have 
had the Advantage of it, in their Minority^ 
and have improv'd it, reap the Benefit 
thereof, when they arrive to Years of Dif- 
ctetion : But thofe that have been fo indif- 
creet as to neglefl fo profitable a Qualiji- 
cation (having had proper Seafons of en- 
creafing their Talents) generally live to 
reap the Fruits of Repentance and FoSy* 

Education is a Word (I know) of no 
fmall extent, and implies more than bare- 
ly to be inftru^ed in outward Arts and 
A 2 Sciences ^ 
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Sciences-^ for we cannot but be abundant- 
ly fenfible, that to be only (kiird in the 
Learning of the &bool'men^ rather pulls 
us back, and leads us into Mifls of Error ^ 
than carry us on to the more noble and 
higher Knowledge^ worthy to be attained. 
He that went fartheft in thefe Things, and 
knew from the [maU Hyfop to the tall C^- 
dar^ we find, concluded with a Cenfure of 
their Vanity and Vexation, 

That (if I miftake not) is the true E- 
'ducation\ which, not only brings us to 
have a right Notion of our felves, but al- 
fo to the Knowledge of the Divine Beiyig^ 
and leads us to obferve the DiSates of that 
unerring Guide^ placed in every Man's 
Bofom. By adhering to ihis^ it is, that we 
come to learn and know what true Learn- 
ht£ is, where it is to be found, and in 
what it confifts. A 11 other AccoinpUjhmentSy 
without this, tho* never fo exquilite, are 
but meer Cyphers : And to bring the OfF- 
fpring of Mankind to a thorough Acquaint- 
ance herewith, is certainly a Work of great 
Prudence. But my prefent Intent is not 
to enlarge on this part of Educations^ it 
being of fo large an Extent, as will far 
exceed the Limits of a (hort Preface : Be- 
fides, it will not a little deviate from the

Defign of the following Sheets, which are 
wholly intended for an Ch-tbographical 
Injiruttion. And tho' it may feem ft range 
to fome,- that fo me/in a Pe?i Ihould be im- 
ployM in fuch a Work as this, feeing fo 
many learned Men have already publiflied 
excellent Treatifes of our Englijb Tongue^ 
in which all the Rules and Obfervations, 
that can conveniently be laid down for 
true Spelling and writing Englijh^ are co- 
pioufly handled ; yet, notwithftanding 
fuch ufeful Treatifes are extant, the Rides 
therein are too dltfufive for any tolerable 
Method of teaching them ^ and therefore 
(partly thro* my own Obfervations, and 
partly out of the beft Authors 1 could get) 
I have attempted this fmaJi Compofure-^ 
wherein I have endeavoured fo to digeft 
the Rules and Examples^ as may conduce 
to the Advantage of the meaneft Capacity. 
And 'ris my Thoughts, that he, who im- 
ploys not his Time and Talent, to his own 
Advantage, and fome way to the Good of 
others, may very well be reckoned one of 
whom the Poet writes, viz. 

He, that in Life does no Advantage give 
To other Men, can fcarce be faid to live. 

In this fecond Edition^ 1 have added fe- 
veral Chapters, very neceflary for all who 

defire, 
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defire, not only to SpelJ and Write well^ 
but alfo to Underfland what they read 
and write. And (if I miftake not) the 
Caufe of the Difficulties^ that fo frequent- 
ly attend many in Spel/i?ij^^ and the D^j?- 
€ieney fo common, in writing true Englijfj^ 
is, FirH^ The want of a good Foundation^ 
when they begin to read and write: A 
DefeS^ that we can no way overcome or 
retrieve, but "by conftant PraBice and Di- 
ligence. Perfons (of both Sexes) well de- 
fcended, and of excellent natural QualiEca- 
^ tions,are often guilty hereof, who, tho* they 
can write good Senfe and ^ifair CbaraBer^ 
yet oftentimes let fall from their Pens fuch 
ridiculous Errors in Spellings (efpecially 
thofe of the Female Sex) as expofes them 
to the Cenfure and Laughter of others, 
and fo makes them afliamed toexprefs their 
Minds in Writings which is too often no 
fmall Prejudice to them* Secondly^ The 
want of conftant and diligent Attention 
upon what they daily read, in obferving 
t\it various Sounds of Letters, and theCb;;/- 
pojition of Syllables and Words : A due 
Care herein would certainly be of great 
Advantage to all, and particularly to thofe 
who are deficient in fo ncceflary a Qualifi- 
cation'^ for, Abuude prowovere in Jiudiis^ 
ppu5 eH labore d^ diligentik.

It is this that puts almoft every thing in- 
to our Power, and will in time make Chil- 
dren capable of the beft and greateft Things^ 
as A. B, Tillotfon well obferves. Whereas; 
Idlcnefs is the Bane. and Ruin of them -, it 
is the unbending their Spirits, and the Ruft 
of their Faculties -^ and therefore all, who 
would have their Children excel in any 
kind, muft inure and train them up to Di- 
ligence and Virtue ^ without which, fays 
one. There was never any great and exceU 
lent ferfon. 

*Tis a received Opinion (I know) by the 
Unlearned^ that true Spelling is not to be 
attained without fome Knowledge of the 
JLatiniToniue ^ but as this is only a wrong 
ctmcepted idea of the common Sort^ fo it is 
no other than a vulvar Error ^ for I don't 
xemember, that from the beginning of the 
Accidence to the End thereof, or through 
all thfi Rules of Syntax^ (as they are com 
/ monli 
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inonly taught) there is one Precept laid 
down for the true writing of EngliJhJFords'^ 
and therefore it inuft be a Notion very 
much befides the Matter, and a Thing re- 
pugnant to Reafon, to put a Child to learn 
that in a Language, which gives no Rules 
for acquiring the faiiic. *Tis not to be 
doubted, but tliar the L^itine Scholar^ by 
conftant reading and pcrufal of Books, 
joyned with the Inftrudion of a diligent 
'Matter, niny greatly improve himfelf in 
the Orthographical Knowledge of his own 
Tongue : i et then, ^tii^not becaufe he learns 
the Roman more than any other language ^ 
for the fame Care and Attention to Authors 
of the E?{£;lijh Tofigne^ would produce the 
fame, and in all probability, a inore ex- 
cellent Effect i for the chief Difficulty in 
Spelling, lies not in thofe Words original- 
ly, or that are derived from the Latine 
Tongue^ (for they are moft eafy to be fpelt, 
being no way crowded with needlefs Let- 
ters, every Letter therein having its full 
Power, and every Syllable writ accdrding to 
the true Sound thereof) but in fuch Words 
as are purely Englijh^ or of a Saxon fyeri" 
vation^ in which (efpecially the Mono- 
fyllables and Primitives) the Difhthaf^g^^ 
Triphthongs and raeetiog of feveral <39W(B- 
*/^/v^ (as they are now WJrit) generdllfy 
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happen , and *tis thofe Words that are the 
greateft Obftruftions and StUmbling-Blocks 
to true Spelling. *Tis vety evident, that 
to know when to write c before e\ i and y^ 
and not f^ and alfo fwn arid not tion^ at 
the end of Words, is another Difficulty 
not eafily overcome ^ but I have endeavour- 
ed to remove that Hindrance, as much as 
I could, by collefting mod Words of com- 
mon Ule that have c before e^ i and y^ and 
alfo Words terminated vjixhfwn^ in Chap. 
X. ^. I. and 5. and Chap. XXIL §'•4. 
which being learnt to Spell |)etfeaiy with- 
out Book, will (1 believe) very much con- 
tribute to facilitate the Art of Spelling. 
Befides thefe Difficulties already menti- 
oned, thete are fonie others, not eafily. got 
over, by young Beghmers-^ for which fee 
Chap. XXIIit-^. 1,2,3, 5:6,7, 8. 9 lo-ii, 
12 and 15. In thdfe Seftbhs are included 
moft Words, . that are of ftequent Ufe, and 
hardeft to be fpeJt j not bnly becaufe of 
^e Di^thohgs thferein, find their various 
Sounds, but becaufc many Words, in fe- 
Vera! of the fkid Seftions, are commonly 
-pronatfnecd contrary to the true VVafyof 
\rfttit^ them : To furmount and over- 
tQiHt nil which faid Letts aiid Hindrances^ 
is Hftichtis poffible, I have been the more 
eBKful in maluDg thefe Colkdions, that

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fo nothing might be wanting to make this 
Treatife, as Beneficial to all, as the Natuife 
thereof would admit •, for which End, I 
have moreover added the fifteenth Section, 
in which are contained rude Examples to 
moft of the Rw/^j 5 wherein obferve, that 
the 11 full Sound of the Words, printed in 
a different CharaSer^ is kept to, but not 
the true Spelling, that Part is purpofe- 
ly omitted, for the Tryal of the l^earner, 
yet I have took Care to infert Marks of 
References to the feveral Chapters and 
Seftions, in which moft of thofe Words, 
that arc falfe fpelt are contained* If it 
happen, that any Word in this SeclioH, 
fhould not be in the Chapter and Sedion 
to which the Note of Reference direds j it 
is then to be underftood, that there are o- 
ther Words of the fame Sound (tho* not 
in Spelling) in that Chapter and Sedion, 
which will give fome Diredion how that 
Word ought to be written : As for In- 
ilance, in the fecond Line of the Advice 
to a Son^ the Word Teers I find print- 
ed in a different Charafter, with a Star 
thus ^ before it, direding to Chap^ XXII. 
'^. 6. fo I conclude that Word to be fpelt 
^Ife, and therefore turning to the faid 
. Chapter and SedHon, I find not the Word 
JT^ars there ^ but obferving that the Scdi- 
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on gives EiKampUs of Words, wherein the 
Diphthongs ao^ ec^ ea^ and oa^ are founded 
long, I conclude, that if the Word muft 
not be written 2V^rj with ee^ then it muft 
be writ T/sars with ea^ for there's no q- 
ther Diphthong in that ^Se^ion will give 
the fame Sound. ^ Obferve the fame of a>- 
ny other like Inflance* 

There are feveral Words in this Sedion. 
that have one and the fime Letter fet be- 
fore them, which is only to (hew, that 
they all fall under the Chapter and Sedi- 
on to which that Letter before direds. 
As for thofe Words which are printed ir^ 
a different CbaraBer^ and yet no Mark^of 
Reference, to dir?d for the true Spelling 
of them, *tis to be noted, that thofe Words 
faU under no particular Rule in the Book, 
but arc fo fpelt, to the intent that the. 
Learnet may have fome turn of Thought^ 
(when he writes out the Examples) and 
call to mind what he daily reads, and how 
fijch Words muft be written, thereby ren- 
dering his Studies of more Benefit and 
Advantage to him. 

J heartily wifh, I could fee fome abler 
Pen imploy'd this Way ^ for I am of Opi- 
nion, and am very well fatisfied, that there

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is Room enough ftill left (notwithftanding 
the ufcful Treatifes publiftied) for 2XiEng- 
lijfj Education \ that fo Engltfh Readers, 
and Learners, might be led, by eafie Rules 
and ExampUs^ into a thorough Acquaint- 
ance of their Qwii Language, without ob- 
'liging them ^for the Underllanding thercr 
of) to acquire the Romatf^ or any other 
Foreign Tongue^ for I am Well perfwadec^, 
that the genuine Idioms and natural Drefs 
of our own Language^' may be attained 
without the hatint or any. other Fi>retgn 
Speech ^ whatfoever : Arid 'tis evideht, 
that n.qt one ip twenty, Vfho have been 
learning the Rom/m Tongue: three or four 
yicirs, or niofc, 'when they tome to eijtef 
into l^uftnefs, Viid have occafion to write, 
but -are at a* 'ffend how' to fpell common 
En^Vwo Word?.." This plainly (hews, th^t 
either fuch have .been very tarelefe and; re- 
iiiifs^'in improving theiir Studks, while at 
S?:l}ool^ and putting in Praftice what thj?y 
have there got,; or that the learning" Lor 
tine conduce little or nothing to the risht 
unditx^^ndingQi Englijb Orthography. 1 he 
once being under the aufpicious Care of 
an able InfiruBor^ will not attone for the 
Faults of fuch, who are deficient in this 
fo necelTary an Art, but that the wretched, 
uqneceflTary and heedlefs putting of Letters 
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to ftand for Words, will cextaioly re-.

Being 
come to the la ft Syllable on^'^ I exprefs. the 
Powers thereof, in alt Refiieds as I did an 
in the word Fan above* 9nd thus i have 
finiffied the word Excowmsmication-^ in 
which we may remark, and Vith pleafure 
fee, how (in dividing Words into Syllables 
exadly) ihtFo^vers of Letters are corn- 
pleated and framed, according to the dif^ 
ferent opening and (huting of the Mouthy 
or otherwifc difpofing of the Organs or In^ 
Jlruments of Speech^ as Vowels and Confix 
nants varioufly occur. 

To conclude, This (and lefs) I could 
not well pafs over in ulence, relating to 
the Nature and Powers of Letters; 
for I am fure, that all^ who would teach 
to Read and Write with Underjianding^ 
ought to be well acquainted therewith i 
•dierwife all theis Gire and Pains will 

fignife 
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figaifie little, to the clearing up and re- 
jiouvihg the many Di^ultiet, that will, 
unavoidably happen in their Undertak- 
ing.
